Dr. Thompson, 32-year-old 
Yale Phi Beta Kappa scholar 
who teaches philosophy, charges 
that altho details _ remain un- 
clear, “the essential "outline of 
the assassination is now appar- 
ent — the ‘one assassin’ finding 
of the Warren Commission is 
patently wrong; there were four 
shots from bhree guns -in six sec- 
onds.”

. ‘‘With, few exceptions, all the 
evidence discussed, in this study 
was available to the Warren 
Commission, ” - Prof. Thompson 
said. • “But the Commission, in 
its haste, its uncritical evalua- 
tion of the facts, and its predis- 
position to prove Lee Harvey 
Oswald the lone assassin, over- 
looked much of it.?’ 
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Some of his conclusions are 
based on original research in 
the National Archives, docu- 
ments and photos not seen by 
the Warren Commission, and in- 
terviews with eyewitnesses..

The author, whose book “Six ! 
Seconds in Dallas” will be 
published Nov. 27, does not 
speculate' on identities of the as- i 
sassins or their motivation, but 
he does cast doubt on the guilt 
of Lee Harvey Oswald. He said 
Oswald was in the Texas School 
Book Depository building and 
his rifle was used, but it is
